To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  the  county  of  Grafton 
and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Plymouth 
on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March,  next,  polls  to  be  open  for  voting 
on  Articles  1  through  18  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  close 
not  earlier  than  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  you  are  hereby 
notified  to  meet  at  the  Plymouth  Area  High  School  in  said  Plymouth  on 
Wednesday,  the  12th  day  of  March,  next,  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon for  the  second  session  of  the  Town  Meeting  at  which  time  action 
will  be  taken  upon  the  remaining  articles  of  this  warrant. 

Article  1.  To  elect  all  town  officers  which  appear  on  the  official 
town  ballot  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  Section  202  TERM  DEFINITIONS  -  Change  part  of  the  definition  of 
Abutter  from  "Any  person  whose  property  is  located  in  New  Hampshire 
and  adjoins  or  is  directly  across  the  street  or  stream  or  within  100 
feet  from  the  land  under  consideration  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment" to 

"Any  person  whose  property  is  located  in  New  Hampshire  and  adjoins 
or  is  directly  across  the  street  or  stream  from  the  land  under  con- 
sideration by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment."  No  change  is  made  in 
substance  to  the  regulation. 

Article  3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  2  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  202  TERM  DEFINITIONS  -  Change  the  definition  of  "lot" 
to  read  "A  lot  is  a  parcel  of  land."  and  move  the  regulations  re- 
garding main  building  and  accessory  buildings  to  Section  401.1  NEW 
STRUCTURES  -  to  read  "In  ewery   district,  only  one  main  structure  and 
three  accessory  buildings  or  uses  customarily  incidental  to  it  shall 
be  allowed  on  a  lot  without  Planning  Board  approval."  No  change  is 
made  in  the  substance  to  the  regulation. 

Article  4.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  304  DISTRICT  OBJECTIVES  AND  LAND  USE  CONTROLS  -  Change 
minimum  lot  size  in  all  zones,  except  Village  Commercial,  from  10,000 
sq.  ft.  or  k   acre  to  12,000  sq.  ft. 

Article  5.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  4  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

'  In  section  304.1  RESIDENTIAL.  SINGLE  FAMILY  -  R  Change  "duplex 
house"  as  a  permitted  use  in  the  single  family  residential  zone  to  be 
allowed  by  special  exception. 


Article  6.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  5  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows : 

In  section  304.5  VILLAGE  COMMERCIAL  -  CV  :  Add  "Multiple  unit 
dwelling  of  3  to  6  units"  to  be  allowed  by  special  exception  with  a 
minimum- lot  size  of  12,000  sq.  ft.  for  1  to  4  dwelling  units  and  2,500 
sq.  ft.  for  each  dwelling  unit  over  four. 

Article  7.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  6  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  304.6  HIGHWAY  COMMERCIAL  -  CH  Add  "any  other  use"  to 
be  allowed  by  special  exception. 

Article  8.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  7  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoninq  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  304.6  HIGHWAY  COMMERCIAL  -  CH  Add  "Residential 
Institution"  as  a  permitted  use. 

Article  9.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  8  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoninq  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  304.6  HIGHWAY  COMMERCIAL  -  CH  :  Change  "Civic  use  lim- 
ited to  public  safety"  to  allow  all  civic  uses  by  eliminating  "limited 
to  public  safety." 

Article  10.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  9  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  401.10  -  CORNER  LOTS  :  Eliminate  regulation  for  "CORNER 
LOTS"  so  frontage  will  not  be  required  on  both  streets  of  a  corner  lot. 

Article  11.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  10  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  401  LOTS  AND  YARDS  :  Add  a  Regulation  on  "MINIMUM  LOT 
SIZE.  For  any  use,  the  minimum  lot  size  specified  in  each  district, 
except  Village  Commercial,  shall  be  the  same  as  the  minimum  lot  size 
specified  for  one  dwelling  unit  in  Section  304." 

Article  12.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  11  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoninq  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  408. A. 2  SIGNS:  to  change  from  "30  days"  to  read 
"Political  signs  shall  only  be  allowed  within  45  days  of  the  day  of 
voting." 

Article  13.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  12  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  411  -  OFF-STREET  PARKING  :  Add  a  regulation  on  "Quality. 
All  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  graveled  or  paved." 

Article  14.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  13  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  411. B. 3  OFF-STREET  PARKING  Location  :  add  "and  property 
line"  to  require  "designated  parking  spaces  or  parking  facilities  may 
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not  be  within  15  feet  of  a  public  street  and  property  line," 

Article  15.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No,  14 
as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  802.4  PERMIT  TO  BUILD  :  Remove  "The  Board  of  Selectmen 
or  duly  authorized  agent  shall  order  the  completion  or  removal  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  of  such  uncompleted  building,  unless  an  extention 
of  the  permit  is  granted."  to  remove  any  implied  time  limit  on  a  permit 
with  work  in  progress. 

Article  16.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  15 
as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  section  902  MEMBERSHIP  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  :  Change 
"The  Town  Meeting  shall  annually  elect  one  or  two  members  for  a  term 
of  three  years"  to  "The  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one  or  two 
members  for  a  term  of  three  years". 

Article  17.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  16 
as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows: 

In  ARTICLE  XI  DISTRICT  BOUNDARY  DESCRIPTIONS  :  add  "Highway 
Commercial -West.  Along  Route  25  (Tenney  Mountain  Highway)  and  begin- 
ning at  the  West  side  of  the  bridge  over  the  Baker  River  and  going 
Westerly,  bounding  on  the  north  and  south  by  Zone  A  of  the  Flood 
Insurance  Rate  Map  Dated  May  3,  1982,  or  300  feet  north  and  south  of 
the  center  line  of  the  highway,  whichever  is  smaller,  to  the  east  side 
of  the  central  green  area  of  the  traffic  circle  with  Route  3A. 

Article  18.  Are  you  in  favor  of  Amendment  17  for  the  Plymouth 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  petition  that  seeks  to  change  the  fol-» 
lowing  area  from  Village  Commercial  to  Multi-Family,  the  area  being 
between  Main  Street  and  Armory  Road,  from  Tobey  Road. 


Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $600.00  for  the  White  Mountain  Gateway  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  transfer  any  tax  lien  acquired  by  the  Town  at  any  Tax  Collector's 
Sale,  during  the  two-year  period  allowed  for  redemption,  to  such  per- 
son or  persons  and  for  such  consideration  as  the  Selectmen  shall  deem 
to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and  as  justice  my  require,  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  any  real  estate  or  min- 
eral rights  acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  Deed  by  public 
auction,  advertised  sealed  bids,  or  in  any  other  manner  which  the 
Selectmen  shall  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and  as 
justice  my  require. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,138.00  for  support  of  the  Community  Action  Outreach 
Program. 

Article  23.   "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:37  for  the 
exemption  for  the  blind  from  the  property  tax?  This  statute  provides 
that  every   inhabitant  who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  each  year 
from  the  property  tax  on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000.00." 
(This  article  inserted  by  petition)  Paper  ballot  majority  vote. 

Article  24.  To  choose  one  Library  Trustee  for  a  term  of  three  (3) 
years. 

Article  25.  To  choose  one  Advisory  Budget  Committee  member  for  a 
period  of  four  (4)  years. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  Baker-Pemi  Senior  Citizens  to  be  used  for 
Senior  Citizen  busing  for  Plymouth  residents. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pay  the  obligations  of  the 
town. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from  State,  Federal  or 
other  governmental  or  private  source  which  becomes  available  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31 : 95-b . 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $800.00  for  Band  Concerts. 

Article  30.  To  raise  and  appropriate  other  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $253,431.00  for  the  maintenance  and  construction  of  highways 
and  bridges  and  to  offset  that  sum  with  the  withdrawal  of  $8,597.89 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  be  used  for  sidewalk  construction/ 
reconstruction. 
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Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $650.00  for  the  Civil  Defense  Unit. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  and  affirm  its 
action  in  adopting  Article  14  of  the  1985  Town  Meeting  Warrant  pertain- 
ing to  the  purchase  of  a  dump  truck  and  to  decrease  the  authorization 
for  borrowing  from  $50,000.00  to  $30,975.00  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  perform  all  duties  related  thereto.  (Two-thirds  ballot 
vote  required) . 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  negotiate  and  undertake  all  appropriate  and  necessary  actions,  in- 
cluding the  use  of  mortgage  financing  to  facilitate  the  renovation  and 
usage  of  the  so-called  Plymouth  Railroad  Station  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  a  Small  Cities  Community  Development  Block  Grant  acquired  by 
the  Town  for  this  purpose. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $12,000.00 
for  a  Police  Cruiser  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  re- 
quired for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  with- 
drawal from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  the  sum  of  $47,820.53  as 
a  set-off  against  the  following  debt  services:

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $15,500.00 
for  a  four-wheel  drive  pickup  truck  for  the  Highway  Department  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from 
the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to  enter  into  a  cooperative  agreement, 
pursuant  to  RSA  53A  for  the  purpose  of  joining  together  towns  in  a 
joint  and  cooperative  effort  for  Police  Dispatching  in  a  manner  which 
will  meet  Federal  and  State  regulations.  The  cooperative  to  be  formed 
under  the  cooperative  agreement  will  be  designated  the  Pemi -Valley 
Regional  Dispatch  Center.  A  copy  of  the  current  draft  of  the  proposed 
cooperative  agreement  is  posted  with  the  warrant  and  is  available  at 
the  Selectmen's  Office  during  normal  business  hours.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  specifically  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  town  (A)  to  ex- 
ecute and  deliver  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  (with  such  changes  therein 
from  the  posted  agreement  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  approve,  such 
approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen's)  ex- 
ecution thereof)  and  such  other  instruments,  documents,  and  agreements 
as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in  further- 
ance of  the  purpose  of  the  cooperative  agreement;  (B)  to  cause  to  be 
performed  all  obligations  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  pur- 
suant to  the  terms  of  the  cooperative;  and  (C)  to  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
ordinance  relating  to  fishing  at  Fox  Park  Pond: 
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No  person  may  take  fish  of  any  species  in  Fox  Park  Pond,  so-called, 
located  off  Langdon  Street  and  Texas  Hill  Road  in  Plymouth  at  anytime 
except  for  the  following  classification  of  individuals: 

(1)  Children  up  to  and  including  the  age  of  15  years; 

(2)  Persons  who  are  62  years  of  age  or  older;  or 

(3)  Persons  who  are  physically  handicapped  as  defined  by  RSA 
275-C: 10,  III,  as  amended. 

The  terms  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  have  their  common,  usual 
meaning  except  that  the  terms  "take",  "person",  and  "fish",  shall 
have  the  meaning  set  forth  for  those  terms  under  RSA  207:1,  as  amended 

Any  person  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  the  maximum 
penalty  provided  by  RSA  31:39  for  violation  of  Town  ordinances.  Each 
day  of  violation  or  each  fish  taken  in  violation  hereof  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  violation. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  land  spreading 
of  septage  on  any  town  owned  land  or  either  side  of  Quincy  Road  at 
Plymouth  Airport  in  Plymouth.  (This  article  inserted  by  petition). 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $55,225.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  operating  the  Ambulance 
Service  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $99,282.00  for  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  to  de- 
velop and  maintain  recreation  facilities  and  conduct  a  year-round  com- 
munity recreation  program. 

Article  43.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  that 
section  of  "Old  Route  3-A"  between  stations  27  and  33  and  34  and  28, 
as  shown  on  the  applicable  State  of  New  Hampshire  Highway  Department 
Map  titled  "Project  Plan  Plymouth  F-204  (6)  P2287  dated  1952."  (This 
article  inserted  by  petition). 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $196,317.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  operating  the  Fire 
Department  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  45.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment 
for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years,  contingent  upon  the  results  of  Article 
16. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Account  for 
the  future  purchase  of  a  new  ambulance.

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1985  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1985  has  been  a  year   of  many  positive  changes  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth, 
and  in  the  Selectmen's  report  we  will  attempt  to  highlight  those  changes. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  delighted  with  the  performance  of  the  town's 
Administrative  Assistant,  Mark  Halloran.   1985  has  been  Mark's  initial 
year  with  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Mark  and  his  family  moved  into 
Plymouth  in  March  and  have  become  strong  advocates  for  the  Plymouth 
community.  Mark's  leadership  in  the  daily  affairs  of  the  Office  of 
Selectmen  has  been  invaluable.  Based  uoon  his  recommendations,  the 
Selectmen  have  reorganized  the  office  of  the  Selectmen  and  redefined 
the  job  descriptions  of  Land  Records  Supervisor/Secretary  and  Financial 
Assistant. 

The  Administrative  Assistant  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  funding  for  a  revolving  loan  fund.  Through 
the  awarding  of  this  grant,  the  former  railroad  station  is  housing 
Independent  Labor  Systems,  a  small  business  enterprise  with  approxi- 
mately sixty  employees. 

Promoting  economic  development  in  Plymouth  will  be  an  ongoing  priority 
of  the  Selectmen's  Office  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board  with 
the  appointment  of  an  Economic  Development  Committee  and  regional  ef- 
forts through  the  North  Country  Council. 

1985  has  been  the  first  year  that  the  Town  of  Plymouth  has  employees 
belonging  to  a  labor  union.  The  members  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments have  become  a  local  chanter  of  the  American  Federation  of  the 
State,  County,  and  Municipal  Employees.  Contract  negotiations  were  be- 
gun in  September  and  the  first  contract  will  become  effective  in  1986. 

The  ourt  and  the  town  undertook  major  renvoations  of  the  courtroom 
which  allowed  the  court  clerk's  office  to  move  to  the  first  floor,  thus 
freeing  space  on  the  second  floor  for  the  Office  of  Selectmen.  The  ren- 
ovations preserved  the  style  and  the  oriainal  atmosnhere  of  the  court- 
room. As  a  result  of  a  major  failure  of  the  old  heating  furnace,  the 
Town  Hall  has  been  imnroved  with  a  new  heating  unit.  The  town's  in- 
surance policy  covered  most  of  the  cost  of  replacement. 

As  specified  in  the  1985  Warrant,  Article  43,  the  town  has  conducted  a 
survey  of  the  land  in  the  Depot  Street  area  in  order  to  establish  a 
Right  of  Way.  Planning  for  upgrading  the  established  Right  of  Way  will 
continue  this  year. 

The  Selectmen  were  pleased  to  receive  the  reoort  of  the  Parking  Study 
Committee  who  have  recommended  improvements  to  the  area  east  of  Main 
Street  between  the  railroad  orooerty  and  the  Pemigewasset  River  in 
terms  of  oaved  parking,  improvements  to  Green  Street,  and  increased 
access  and  lighting. 

Probably  the  most  dramatic  change  in  the  town  during  the  last  year  has 
been  in  terms  of  growth.  This  has  been  reflected  by  the  numbers  of 
Permits  to  Build  that  have  been  issued  and  by  the  increase  of  $3,625,861 
in  taxable  property  over  198^.  The  heads  of  the  various  town  depart- 
ments have  reflected  the  effects  of  growth  in  their  budaet  reauests  in 
attempting  to  better  serve  the  community.  The  Selectmen's  Office  has 
also  felt  the  growth  in  the  amount  of  time  reauired  to  process  building 

permits  and  enforce  the  town's  zonina  ordinances  and  conductinn  town

business. 

This  reDort  provides  the  Selectmen  the  ooportunity  to  acknowledge  the 
dedicated  citizens  who  voluntarily  serve  the  town  in  a  variety  of  ca- 
oacities,  such  as  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment, and  Conservation  Commission,  Trustees,  Commissioners  and  Directors 
(of  the  Library,  Parks  &  Recreation,  Airport,  Cemetery,  etc.):  and  the 
many  standing  (Budget,  Safety,  Tree  Care)  and  ad  hoc  (Parking)  commit- 
tees. On  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Plymouth,  a  big  thank-you  to  the 
individuals  who  are  willing  to  serve  in  these  roles.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Between  July  198A  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  fifty.  Two  of  the 
leadinq  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  with- 
out written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  harden.  Both  causes  are  pre- 
ventable, but  only  with  your  helo. 

Please  helD  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Harden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  renulations  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  lociqino  operation  and  susnect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Harden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  startina  Anril  1,  1986.  This  is  a  channe  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Select- 
men for  timber  tax  forms.

In  1985  our  total  runs  increased  by  57  at  599.   This  indi- 
cates that  the  runs  are  now  increasing  at  a  rate  of  about 
8  %  annually. 

In  1985  it  aDoeared  that  we  had  a  lot  more  serious*  accidents 
than  in  the  oast.   The  squad  found  themselves  utilizing  many 
different  tyoes  of  equioment  that  were  seldom  used  in  the 
oast  and  found  themselves  doing  many,  and  sometimes  very 
di ffi cul t,  rescue  tasks.   Automobile  accidents  are  occurring 
at  an  ever  increasing  rate.   He  find  that  often  the  peoole 
that  have  been  ejected  from  an  automobile  are  often  the  most 
seriously  injured.   We  also  find  that  peoole  wearing  seat- 
belts  do  not  get  ejected.   Also,  the  head  injuries  apoear 
to  be  fewer  when  victims  were  wearing  seatbelts. 

The  squad  is  continually  training  in  order  to  orovide  you 
with  the  best  emergency  care  possible.   With  the  State  as  a 
resource  for  some  training  monies,  we  will  take  the  best 
advantage  of  this  that  we  can,  we  know  it  will  not  last  for- 
ever.

The  "atural 
Resources  Consul tinn  Services  (NRCS)  of  Concord  was  hired  to  survey  all 
of  the  noorlv  and  very  noorlv  drained  soil  areas  (as  defined  by  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  mans)  of  five  acres  or  more.   Field  work  of 
venetation,  wildlife  and  unioue  features  all  finured  into  the  final 
evaluation.  Excluded  from  the  survev  were  state  and  town  owned  'vet- 
lands  and  those  previously  manned  bv  Plymouth  State  Collene  students. 
Forty-five  wetlands  were  studied.  As  a  nart  of  their  work,  NRCS  delin- 
eated each  wetland  area  on  the  fifteen  lame  scale  tax  mans. 

A  Public  Hearino  was  held  on  November  12  to  review  the  work  done  by 
NRCS  and  to  receive  innut  *rom  Plymouth  residents. 

Also,  at  Town  Meetinn,  the  Plymouth  Conservation  Commission  conducted 
a  nublic  oninion  survey  on  the  value  of  our  natural  resources  and  the 
need  for  nrotection.  The  Commission  thouoht  it  was  yery  imnortant  to 
nain  some  direction  from  the  taxpayers.  Of  the  einhty  resnonses, 
hiahest  priority  was  niven  to  nrotect  Groundwater,  second  hiqhest  was 
to  establish  a  trail  alonn  the  Raker  River  for  non-mechanized  recre- 
ation. 

Other  issues  that  the  Conservation  Commission  considered  durino  ]Q85 
included  the  junkyard  nroblem  in  Plymouth,  alternative  methods  of  sen- 
tace  disnosal,  several  wetlands  annl  ications ,  a  comnlaint  of  herbicide 
snrayinq  adjacent  to  a  stream  and  an  attempt  to  develon  a  method  of 
lono  term,  comnrehensive  wetlands  nrotection  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Commission  lost  two  valuable  members  in  1985  and  nained  three  new 
members  as  a  result.  Allen  MacNeil  and  Marilyn  Oerrickson  were  dedi- 
cated members  and  will  be  missed.  The  new  additions  to  the  Commission 
are  Lea  Stewart,  David  Thun  and  Oavid  Stamns  who  will  be  fine  renlace- 
ments  brinninn  new  enerqy  and  ideas  to  the  ^roun. 

As  I  sten  down  from  three  years  of  service  on  the  Commission,  I  look 
back  and  see  how  the  Commission  has  nrown  in  the  diversity  of  issues 
with  which  we  have  been  involved.  Plymouth  is  becominq  more  aware  of 
our  beautiful  natural  surroundings  which  are  disannearinq  all  too  fast 
in  New  Hamnshire  as  urban  orowth  snreads  north.  The  next  several  years 
will  be  curcial  for  the  Town  to  recoonize  that  nrotection  of  these  re- 
sources must  be  of  naramount  imnortance.  I  wish  the  Commissioners  well 
in  the  years  of  work  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PEMI-BAKER  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 

The  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District,  made  up  of  11  towns,  was  formed  in 
October,  1983  to  develop  a  solid  waste  management  olan  as  required 
under  RSA  149-M:18.  Over  the  last  two  years  representatives  of  the 
member  towns  have  met  regularly,  and  with  the  assistance  of  North 
Country  Council,  have  been  developing  various  alternatives  for  solid 
waste  disposal  for  the  District.  District  solid  waste  planning  is  an 
ongoing  process.  Representatives  for  the  District  are  not  yet  con- 
vinced that  all  the  ODtions  and  final  cost  figures  are  in.  For  example, 
the  District  has  been  approached  by  two  separate  groups  recently  who 
have  expressed  a  keen  interest  in  the  District's  waste.  The  District 
must  evaluate  these  new  options  and  others  that  are  in  the  discussion 
stage  before  we  can  reasonably  exDect  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the 
member  towns  to  make  a  long  term  commitment  to  solid  waste  disposal. 

Due  to  the  unfinished  business  before  the  PBSWD,  the  District  represen- 
tatives request  your  support  and  evidence  of  commitment  for  the  coming 
year.  While  we  did  not  reauest  any  dues  in  1985,  we  request  that  the 
member  towns  allocate  approximately  $5,600.00  at  March  1986  Town  Meet- 
ings to  continue  the  excellent  efforts  of  North  Country  Council,  to 
cover  the  costs  of  technical  consultants,  engineers,  attorney,  etc. 
The  District  agreed  at  the  January  29th  meeting  to  maintain  the  same 
dues  schedule  as  paid  in  1984  (based  on  1^80  population  figures  and 
$0.50  per  capita). 

The  PBSWD  has  spent  many  hours  deliberating  on  the  best  solutions  for 
our  members  towns,  individually  and  collectively.  We  request  your 
support.

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PLYMOUTH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
To  the  trustees:  1985  Annual  Report 

The  Plymouth  Public  Library  has  had  a  challenging,  yet  productive 
year.  We  continue  to  be  a  wery   busy,  yet  integral  service  in  our  town. 

The  library  has  hosted  nearly  30  regular  Story  Hours,  the  Cap'n  0. 
G.Readmore  Space  Shot  summer  reading  program,  a  special  series  of 
Story  Times  for  3  year  olds  only,  a  program  on  local  government, visits 
by  elementary  school  classes,  day  care  centers,  and  the  ever  popular 
Fun  Films  on  Friday.  These  programs  serve  hundreds  of  children  in  our 
town,  and  give  them  the  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with,  and  learn 
how  to  use  the  library. 

The  librarian  presented  special  programs  for  local  civic  organi- 
zations, book  talks  in  schools,  Story  Telling  for  Young  Authors  Day 
programs,  orientation  lectures  for  Plymouth  State  College  students, 
and  a  coordinated  effort  with  the  Plymouth  Area  School  librarian  to 
offer  the  students  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6  the  opportunity  to  vote  for 
their  favorite  book  in  the  Great  Stone  Face  Book  Award,  a  state 
project  created  in  part  by  this  librarian. 

The  staff  generated  35  exhibits  in  the  library  during  the  year  on 
a  wide  range  of  subjects,  including  13  juvenile  exhibits,  &  a  compli- 
mentary exhibit  for  Main  Street  in  May.  They  also  reorganized  the 
juvenile  fiction,  presented  programs  to  the  Baker-Pemi  Senior  Citizens, 
and  continued  the  special  service  offered  to  shut-ins  and  the  disabled 
of  "Checking  It  Out"  by  mail. 

The  librarian's  efforts  brought  another  interesting  series  of 
slide/lecture  presentations  to  Plymouth.  The  programs  were  held  in  the 
Community  Room  of  the  Plymouth  Guaranty  Savings  Bank,  as  we  are  not 
able  to  accommodate  large  numbers  in  this  library.  The  topics  included 
Lost  PI  aces, Abandoned  Communities  in  the  North  Country:  Georgians  to 
Gingerbread, Architectural  Heritage  of  the  North  Country:  and  Summer 
Folks, Images  of  North  Country  Tourism  During  the  Gilded  Age.  These 
programs  were  funded  by  a  special  grant  to  the  North  Country  Libraries 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Council  for  the  Humanities,  and  over  150 
people  attended. Brad  Smith  was  our  Historian-in-Residence  for  this 
grant. 

Mrs.  Topham  coordinated  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  Fall 
Conference  held  in  Jaffrey,N.H.  for  all  librarians,  public  and  school. 
This  one  day  program  focused  on  the  confidentiality  of  library  records, 
and  censorship.  The  program  attracted  more  than  140  librarians  and 
trustees. 

The  librarian  attended  29  meetings  to  enhance  her  professional 
capabilities,  including  2  workshops  on  automation.  Several  libraries 
in  N.H.  are  now,  or  will  be  shortly,  automated  as  far  as  collection, 
membership,  and  other  areas  of  library  technical  data  are  concerned. 
Here  in  Plymouth  we  must  begin  investigating  our  needs,  and  prepare 
our  library  to  "link  up"  to  these  systems  as  they  become  available, 
to  broaden  and  deepen  our  capacities. 

The  trustees  have  worked  more  closely  this  year  with  the  Young 
Ladies  Library  Association  (YLLA)  to  explore  and  discuss  the 
possibilities  available  for  a  library  development  program.  The  needs 
of  the  library  services  have  grown  beyond  this  facility.  A  survey  was 
undertaken  by  Mrs.  Topham  and  2  business  students  from  PSC  to  get  a 
sense  of  town  knowledge  and  support  for  the  library.  This  was  a  random 
phone  survey,  and  the  YLLA  and  the  trustees  assisted  with  the  project. 
As  we  examine  the  findings,  we  hope  to  gain  insight  to  assist  us  in  our 
library  development  explorations,  and  long  range  planning  for  library 
services. 

This  past  spring  witnessed  an  important  change  of  status  for  the 
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venerable  New  Hampshire  State  Library.  House  Bill  26  was  signed  into 
law  creating  the  Department  of  Libraries,  Arts  and  Historic  Resources, 
and  state  librarian  Shirley  G.  Adamovich  was  appointed  the  first 
Commissioner.  As  such,  she  will  sit  in  the  Governer's  Cabinet,  which 
will  certainly  be  of  value  for  libraries,  as  they  will  now  have  a 
voice  in  Concord,  and  bring  a  focus  to  library  needs.  It  will  also 
bring  more  cooperation  and  more  programming  with  the  Arts  and  the 
Historical  sections. 

The  assistant  librarian  continues  her  education  through  courses 
and  workshops.  The  YLLA  underwrites  the  cost  of  the  courses.  In  their 
ongoing  efforts  to  maintain  this  building,  the  YLLA  had  the  chimney 
rebuilt  alon  with  other  projects.  One  concern  is  the  retaining  wall  on 
the  east  side  of  the  building.  This  wall  has  shifted  dramatically  and 
effects  the  building  foundation,  and  the  YLLA  have  expresses  this 
concern  to  the  town.  As  they  have  done  for  over  one  hundred  and 
twelve  years,  the  YLLA  supports  the  service  of  library  needs  for  the 
town  of  Plymouth,  and  the  town  owes  them  a  great  deby  of  gratitude. 
The  trustees,  and  the  staff  join  with  the  librarian  in  saluting  this 
organization,  and  the  continuing  gift  to  our  town  of  a  building  in 
which  we  may  house  our  library  services. 

The  librarian  also  thanks  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Chair  Stephen 
Lambert,  Treasurer  Jeff  Davis,  and  Recorder  Janice  Church  for  all 
their  efforts  this  year.  The  Plymouth  Public  Library-Better  Than  Ever.

1985  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Parks  and  Recreation  department  has  had  a  productive  and 
successful  twenty-seventh  year.  It  is  with  a  sense  of  pride  in  our 
accomplishments  that  I  submit  this,  my  fifth  report  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  full-time  staff  members  have  not  changed  since  last  year. 
Christopher  Northrop  will  soon  complete  his  sixth  year  as  Park  Fore- 
man. He  continues  to  do  an  excellent  job  and  has  certainly  won  the 
respect  and  admiration  of  people  who  see  him  "in  action".  Jim  Blake 
took  on  the  job  of  Groundskeeper  in  April  of  '84.  He  has  proven  him- 
self to  be  a  dedicated,  competent  addition  to  our  maintenance  oper- 
ation. Jennifer  Kilmurray  is  Program  Assistant/Secretary  and  came 
on  full-time  in  September  of  '84.  She  helps  with  coordination  of  all 
programs,  oversees  the  clerical  operations,  brochure  preparation  and 
a  hundred  and  one  details,  all  at  once! 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  is  a  five  member  board  that 
meets  monthly  to  advise  and  make  policy  for  our  busy,  industrious 
department.  Commissioners  are:  William  Wilkinson,  Chairperson; 
Wallace  Cushing,  Bea  Welch,  Richard  Hutchins  and  Cathy  Crane.  Mr. 
Wilkinson  and  Mr.  Cushing  have  both  served  the  Town  in  this  capacity 
since  1971.  Mr.  Hutchins  became  a  Commissioner  in  1973.  Our  Com- 
missioners have  served  the  Town  for  over  fifty  years  collectively! 

Finally,  the  new  pond  at  Fox  Pond  Park  and  Keniston  Woods  were 
dedicated  on  May  4.  Town  officials  and  citizens  gathered  in  the  pine 
grove  to  thank  Rachel  P.  Keniston  for  her  gift  of  land  and  to  recog- 
nize the  hard  work  of  many  people.  On  the  same  day,  the  Annual  Fox 
Pond  Fishing  Derby  enjoyed  a  successful  reinstatement.  Over  two  hun- 
dred youngsters  lined  the  banks  of  the  pond  and  caught  hundreds  of 
trout  which  had  been  stocked  for  the  occasion. 

The  Tree  Care  program  in  Plymouth  received  the  Arbor  Day  Found- 
ation's Tree  City,  USA  award  for  work  completed  in  1984.  A  ceremony 
was  held  on  the  lawn  of  the  Town  Hall  on  May  2.  In  1985,  $6,070  was 
spent  on  Tree  Care.  The  Town  share  was  $5,000.  Citizens  contributed 
$685,  the  NHEC,  Inc.  paid  $415  and  Plymouth  State  College  cost-shared 
$210  in  street  tree  work.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Town  will 
qualify  to  receive  the  Tree  City,  USA  award  for  1985  work. 

Other  highlights  of  1985  include  the  overwhelming  success  of  the 
Sixth  Annual  Winter  Carnival,  the  Keniston-Freeman  Summer  Concert 
Series,  Main  Street  in  May,  our  new  soccer  program  which  drew  one 
hundred  youngsters,  increased  dance  programs,  Red  Cross  classes,  a 
new  exercise  class  for  Seniors  and  more.  Our  department  will  continue 
to  strive  for  excellence  in  programming  and  in  providing  services  to 
the  community. 

It  is  only  through  the  effort  and  support  of  many  individuals, 
businesses  and  agencies  that  we  are  able  to  provide  all  that  we  do. 
They  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  but  I  would  like  to  recognize  the 
following:  The  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Administrator  Mark 
Halloran  for  encouragement  and  support,  the  Plymouth  School  Board 
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and  Administration  for  their  commitment  to  recreation,  Plymouth 
State  College  for  sharing  space,  equipment  and  expertise,  to  PLAY, 
Inc.,  our  non-profit,  tax  exempt  organization  which  provides  financial 
assistance,  the  Plymouth  Downtown  Committee  which  is  both  interested 
and  supportive  of  parks  and  recreation  projects,  all  of  the  part-time 
instructors,  volunteers  and  participants  who  make  it  possible  for  us 
to  offer  so  much  to  the  community.  Our  success  is  a  reflection  of 
the  concern  and  ambition  of  the  whole  community  for  a  healthy,  whole- 
some and  high  quality  of  life.

1985  AGENCY  IN  REVIEW 

Your  non-profit  home  health  agency  has  been  going  strong  for 
eighteen  and  one-half  years  and  continues  to  maintain  qual- 
ity home  care  to  its  ten  member  towns. 

Joan  Hart  and  Beverly  Keeney  have  left  the  agency  as  home- 
maker/home-health  aides  and  Joan  Chabot,  Mary  Robertson  and 
Leslie  Vachon  have  taken  on  these  oositions.   We  also  wel- 
come to  the  Board  of  Directors  Janice  Gallinger,  Plymouth 
representative,  Ronald  Johns,  uroton  representative  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  William  White  representing  ministerial. 

Our  immunization  clinics  are  still  being  held  bi-monthly, 
giving  area  children  the  opportunity  to  receive  their  re- 
quired immunizations  free  of  charge.   Blood  pressure  clinics 
are  held  monthly  in  Ashland,  Hebron,  Plymouth  and  Rumney. 

We  are  nleased  to  announce  the  addition  of  two  new  services. 
The  first  is  the  maternal  and  infant  early  discharge  pro- 
gram that  is  available  through  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  and  is 
for  mothers  and  babies  who  leave  the  hospital  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  delivery.   Skilled  nursing  and  homemaker 
services  are  available  to  them  through  this  agency.   The 
second  service  is  I.V.  theraoy.   Doctors  can  order  this 
therapy  and  the  Pemi-Baker  nurses  have  been  trained  to  es- 
tablish and  monitor  this  procedure  in  the  home. 

Infant  and  toddler  seats  are  available  to  those  in  our  mem- 
ber towns  to  encourage  children  to  buckle-up  for  safety  and 
comoly  with  the  N.H.  law  that  requires  child  restraint  de- 
vices. 

Once  again  we  held  our  annual  flu  clinic  in  October  and  be- 
cause of  the  overwhelming  response  we  will  be  increasing  our 
supply  for  ^ext  year. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Pemigewasset 
National  Bank  for  having  our  brochures  printed  so  that 
peoole  in  the  community  will  know  what  services  are  avail- 
able to  them  through  this  agency.

The  Plymouth  Planning  Board  met  regularly  each  month  during 
the  year  performing  its  primary  resoonsi bi 1 i ty  of  aoDroving 
22  subdivisions  of  land  and  one  subdivision  for  condominium. 

With  the  heln  of  townsDeoole  who  attended  the  hearings,  the 
Planning  Board:

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Calendar  year  1985  was  a  busy  and  productive  year   for  the  North 
Country  Council  as  it  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  assistance 
to  towns  and  cities  in  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  is  a  regional  non-profit,  public  aqency  chartered  under 
NH  RSA  36:45  and  is  responsible  for  providing  its  member  communities 
assistance  to  local  community  planning,  economic  development,  solid 
waste,  transportation  and  various  other  community  services.  Besides 
the  firect  assistance  the  Council  provides  each  member  community,  it 
is  an  advocate  for  all  North  Country  towns  in  legislative  and  funding 
issues  at  the  state  and  federal  aovernments. 

In  Plymouth,  the  Council  completed  a  Community  Development  (CDBG) 
Industrial  Park  Feasibility  Study  which  developed  the  Plymouth  Depot 
Rehabilitation  Grant  funding  ($270,000).  Assisted  the  Planning  Board 
with  site  plan  review  and  subdivision  regulations  and  zoning  ordinance 
amendments.  The  Council  also  provided  technical  assistance  to  town 
officials  in  developing  Plymouth's  portion  of  the  regional  solid  waste 
plan.  Town  officials  also  participated  with  the  Council  in  initiating 
a  regional  economic  marketing  program. 

Economic  development  is  an  important  part  of  the  Council's  overall 
agency  mission.  This  year  the  Council  produced  a  video  promoting  the 
North  Country  as  "The  Sensible  Place  to  do  Business."  The  video  was 
developed  to  be  a  marketing  tool  to  assist  local  development  organiza- 
tions publicize  to  southern  New  Hampshire  businesses  why  the  North 
Country  is  a  logical  choice  of  location.  In  October,  the  Council  co- 
hosted  with  Governor  John  Sununu  a  development  forum  in  Manchester  to 
discuss  with  southern  New  Hampshire  business  executives  the  advantages 
of  expanding  to  the  North  Country.  Over  85  businesses  participated 
in  this  affair  and  the  response  from  the  business  community  was  very 
positive.  The  Council  is  now  developing  follow  uo  contact  with  in- 
terested businesses  through  the  State  Office  of  Industrial  Development. 

The  Council  again  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several  towns 
on  federal  and  state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw  well 
over  $2.0  million  in  Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds  come  to 
the  region  for  such  activities  as  housing  rehabilitation,  downtown  re- 
vitalization,  business  revolving  funds,  and  housing  rehabilitation 
feasibility  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning  and  im- 
provement in  local  land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and  commercial 
and  residential  growth  in  several  towns  have  created  busy  work  loads 
for  planning  boards.  The  Council's  assistance  takes  many  forms: 
regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update,  and 
assistance  on  a  regular  or  one-time  basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan 
applications. 

The  Council  again  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with 
the  NH  Municipal  Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered  such 
topics  as  local  planning  board  procedures,  administration  and  enforce- 
ment of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent  court  cases  and  state  law 
changes  regarding  local  land  use  planning.  The  Council  also  sponsored 
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a  separate  Coos  County  Land  Use  Control  Workshop  which  provided  addi- 
tional assistance  to  those  local  officials  in  the  county. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country 
towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  nroblems.  We  rely  on  andDpreciate 
the  involvement  of  town  officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to 
assisting  your  town  this  coming  year. 
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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  submit  the  following  report  in  our 
continuing  effort  to  directly  communicate  with  our  constituents. 

Because  of  current  favorable  cash  status  and  appreciable  fund  balance, 
Grafton  County  maintained  a  level  tax  requirement  this  fiscal  year, 
actually  reducing  the  tax  requirement  by  $200,  and  we  anticipate  an 
even  better  tax  climate  in  the  next  fiscal  year.     However,  due  to  the 
apportionment  process  of  tax  assessment  by  equalized  valuation,  some 
towns  did  see  a  slight  increase  in  the  county  portion  of  taxes  for 
1985,  though  the  majority  of  towns  realized  a  decrease.  The  unusual 
fund  balance  is  due  to  a  combination  of  factors,  including  unused  sur- 
plus in  the  previous  budget,  conscientious  budget  management  by  all 
departments,  transfer  of  court  expenses  to  the  State,  increased  Nursing 
Home  reimbursements,  favorable  returns  on  investments,  increased  Reg- 
ister of  Deeds  revenues  and  continued  Revenue  Sharing. 

Along  with  saving  the  County  approximately  $300,000  in  expenditures 
with  the  shift  of  liability  for  court  activities  to  the  State,  we  also 
anticipate  receivinq  $100,000+  annually  in  rent  on  SDace  occuDied  by 
the  court  system. 

Grafton  County  is  experiencing  the  same  problems  as  your  local  govern- 
ment in  the  insurance  market.  Costs  are  rising  dramatically  and  in 
some  cases  insurance  coverage  is  unobtainable.  We  have  retained  a 
consultant  to  review  county  insurance  needs  and  available  coverage  with 
the  hoDes  of  procuring  one  total  package.  Because  of  the  current  un- 
stable insurance  market,  we  do  not  yet  have  any  report  or  recommenda- 
tion. 

In  cooperation  with  your  local  government  and  the  State,  we  are  striv- 
ing for  a  smooth  transition  to  the  new  system  of  welfare  service  de- 
livery under  Senate  Bill  1.  Settlement  for  assistance  determination 
has  been  eliminated  and  towns  and  cities  are   now  liable  for  all  general 
assistance  to  needy  persons  in  their  towns,  including  transients. 
However,  liability  for  exnenses  of  all  juvenile  services  and  for 
persons  assisted  under  the  categorical  grant  programs  will  now  be 
shared  by  the  State  and  counties,  removing  town  liability.  Under 
Senate  Bill  1  and  the  ensuing  partnership  between  counties  and  the 
state  Dept.  of  Children  &  Youth  Services,  the  Commissioners  note  a  new 
direction  for  juveniles,  including  the  development  of  new  alternative 
programs  to  out  of  home  placements. 

Energy  conservation  programs  at  the  nursing  home  and  courthouse  have 
realized  a  considerable  savings  with  the  decrease  in  fuel  and  electric 
consumption,  cutting  consumption  and  dollar  cost  in  half  for  courthouse 
fuel  alone. 

In  our  letter  to  you  in  1983  we  noted  litigation  in  a  retirement  buy- 
back  suit  where  a  negative  decision  would  result  in  cost  of  $70,000 
plus  legal  fees  with  a  potential  domino  effect  on  local  governments, 
we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  County  prevailed  in  this  issue. 

The  Commissioners  have  changed  weekly  meetings  to  Wednesdays,  We 
encourage  public  attendance  at  all  meetings.  The  county  budget 
recommendations  are  processed  in  May  and  June.  We  welcome  input  and 
strongly  recommend  public  attendance  at  the  public  hearings  usually 
held  in  June.

1985  WORK  REPORT 

In  1985  a  total    of  115,715,430  gallons  of  water  was  consumed  by  the 
metering  and  approximately  4,500,000  gallons  by  trailers. 

A  total   of  248,892,902  gallons  was  pumped.     A  total   of  655  feet  of 
pipes  of  all    sizes   laid  in   1985. 

The  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  treated  a  total   of  183,219,300  gallons  of 
influent.

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REPORT  FROM  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  extraordinary  challenge  in  School  Administrative 
Unit  #48. 

Administrative  changes  within  the  SAU  have  affected  schools  as  well  as  the  SAU 
office  itself.   New  building  principals  have  been  hired  during  the  past  year  in 
Campton  Elementary,  Plymouth  Elementary,  Plymouth  AREA  High  School,  and  the 
Russell  Elementary  School.   A  new  Vocational  Director  for  Plymouth  AREA  High 
School  was  hired,  and  the  superintendency  became  vacant  with  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Cabral.   The  SAU  office  also  lost  one  of  its  two  bookkeepers  and  a 
secretary. 

In  addition,  SAU  #48  felt  the  effects  of  the  current  teacher  shortage  to  a 
greater  degree  than  in  past  years,  having  fewer  certified  candidates  for  the 
twenty-two  positions  that  required  filling.  Fortunately,  certified  persons  were 
i hired  in  all  but  one  position,  but  the  process  has  become  more  demanding  in 
terms  of  recruitment,  selection,  and  hiring. 

Another  situation  which  has  demanded  attention  is  a  growing  population  in  the 
.area.   At  least  three  of  the  area  school  buildings  need  additional  space,  and 
1  because  of  added  programs  another  two  schools  could  utilize  more  classroom  space 
i as  well.  At  the  time  of  this  writing,  two  districts  have  formed  Building  Needs 
I  Study  Committees  and  others  will  most  probably  be  formed  soon. 

1  Despite  these  many  changes,  the  personnel  employed  by  our  seven  districts  have 
(continued,  with  renewed  vigor,  to  provide  a  sound  educational  experience  for 
teach  child.   Specific  programs  that  have  been  reviewed  during  the  year  at  the 
elementary  level  were  reading,  mathematics,  and  computer  literacy.   At  Plymouth 
AREA  High  School,  the  science  curriculum  was  extensively  reviewed.   As  a  result 
of  this  review,  course  guides  have  been  rewritten  in  science  and  a  plan  to 
lupgrade  the  physical  facilities  at  Plymouth  AREA  High  School  computer  lab  has 
'.also  been  upgraded  to  implement  the  new  New  Hampshire  Minimum  Standards. 

"SAU  #48  has  not  sought  to  dwell  on  the  uncertainty  which  change  brings  but 
rather  has  seized  the  opportunities  it  brings  to  create  within  its  schools  a 
;sense  of  community,  shared  responsibility,  and  commitment  to  excellence.  As 
^Superintendent  of  School  Administrative  Unit  #48,  I  am  proud  of  our  schools  and 
ppledge  myself  to  continue  to  work  with  our  administrators,  teachers,  and  school 
iboards  to  establish  an  outstanding  educational  system  for  our  area  schools.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1984-1985 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the  total  amount 
paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following  quotation:   "Reports. 
Each  Superintendent  of  a  School  Administrative  Unit  shall  annually  prepare  a 
report  of  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the 
amount  paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  district  and  their  share  of  same 
.  .  .  Said  report  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  respective 
school  district  as  a  separate  entry.   A  like  report  and  entry  shall  be  made  for 
each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  administrator, 
if  any  is  in  service  in  the  unit." 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expenses  is  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations. 
One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school  for 
the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.   The  salary  of  $40,582  which  was 
received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  School  Administrative  Unit  #48 
during  1984-1985  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising  the  School 
Administrative  Unit.  Allowance  for  $2,400  travel  within  the  Unit  was  also 
prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  $33,543  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1984-1985  and 
travel  allowance  within  the  Unit  of  $1 ,900  was  prorated  as  stated  above.

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PLYMOUTH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT,  1985 

After  the  family,  the  elementary  school  is  the  most  important  insti- 
tution in  a  child's  life.   What  is  learned  in  elementary  school  pro- 
vides the  foundation  for  all  learning.   A  child  attends  school,  pre- 
Kindergarten  to  eighth  grade,  for  9,000  hours,  more  than  twice  the 
time  spent  in  secondary  education. 

Plymouth  Elementary  School  continues  to  have  a  school  rating  of  1A 
which  means  that  in  addition  to  a  Kindergarten  program  we  also  meet 
44  other  standards  in  the  state  classification  system.   The  Principal 
is  proud  to  be  a  member  of  a  strong,  dedicated  faculty. 

New  faculty  this  year  are:   Linda  Bouchard,  Transition,  who  received 
her  training  at  Plymouth  State  College.   Edna  Miller,  Grade  1,  re- 
ceived her  training  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.   Robin  Peck, 
also  Grade  1,  received  her  training  at  the  University  of  Alaska. 
Paula  Ferenc  is  our  5-8  Resource  Room  teacher.   She  received  her 
Bachelor's  from  Southern  Connecticut  State  College  and  will  be  re- 
ceiving her  Master's  from  Plymouth  State  College. 

The  enrollment  of  the  elementary  school  has  leveled  off  at  364. 

Alane  Ferland  and  Kim  Piper  placed  4th  among  the  top  math  students 
in  the  region.   Kim  Piper  placed  in  the  Grafton  County  Spelling  Bee. 
Michael  Piper  received  the  Principal's  Award  for  best  all  around 
attitude  and  effort.   American  Legion  awards  went  to  two  8th  grade 
boys,  Marc  Vanini  and  Ed  Farrington  and  two  8th  grade  girls,  Kim 
Piper  and  Julie  Chipman,  for  their  consistently  high  performance  and 
citizenship.  The  AAUW  outstanding  female  student  award  went  to 
Julie  Chipman. 

We  have  continued  to  emphasize  safety,  organization,  monitoring 
student  progress,  time-on-task  and  high  expectations  for  staff  and 
students.   Increased  parent  involvement  has  opened  communication  for 
the  education  of  the  whole  child.   The  combined  "PEOPLE"  organization 
and  Principal's  Advisory  Council  meet  to  further  link  community,  home 
and  school. 

New  Programs  this  year  include  Artist-In-Residence,  SPARK-an  ex- 
ploratory experience  for  grades  4-8  two  hours  a  week,  humanities  in 
the  Junior  High,  creation  of  an  intermediate  unit-grades  4-6  and  a 
5-8  Resource  Room. 

A  monthly  newsletter  is  written  and  edited  by  the  students  and  princi- 
pal.  A  weekly  newsletter  is  published  every  Thursday  by  the  parents 
in  order  to  communicate  school  happenings.

PRINCIPAL'S  ANNUAL  REPORT  1985-86 

Please  accept  my  second  report  as  Principal  of  Plymouth  AREA  High 
School . 

The  smooth  implementation  of  the  new  State  Standards  for  Approved 
High  Schools  in  New  Hampshire  has  been  a  high  priority  goal  for  the 
1985-86  school  year.   Two  significant  changes  include  an  additional 
twenty-one  minutes  of  instruction  per  day,  and  a  new  physical  science 
course . 

During  the  summer  of  1985,  the  third  floor  mezzanine  was  converted 
into  two  classrooms  and  a  number  of  classes  were  relocated  to  obtain 
optimum  facility  utilization.   Major  renovations  in  the  Science  area 
are  in  the  advanced  planning  stages  and  construction  will  be  completed 
during  the  summer  of  1986.   Our  ongoing  efforts  to  comply  with  state 
facility  standards  within  the  parameters  of  existing  square  footage 
and  the  implementation  of  additional  required  courses  will  result  in 
more  crowded  conditions  for  the  1986-87  school  year. 

A  successful  five  week  summer  school  program  was  introduced  this  past 
summer  and  will  be  offered  to  area  students  during  the  summer  of  1986. 

One  hundred  fifty  tenth  grade  students  participated  in  the  new  state- 
wide testing  program  during  the  month  of  October.   The  tests  included 
the  California  Achievement  Test  (CAT)  and  the  Test  of  Cognitive  Skills 
(TCS).   Plymouth  AREA  High  School  students  ranked  in  the  top  29%  on 
a  statewide  basis. 

Faculty  changes  for  1985-86  include  the  following:   Donald  S.  Palmer 
is  the  new  Vocational  Director,  coming  to  Plymouth  from  Peterborough. 
S.  Scott  Hendrickson  was  appointed  Coordinator  of  Student  Services. 

Ann  Bergeron  replaced  Rose  Wimsatt  who  is  on  a  one  year  leave;  Gary 
Benedix  replaced  Bonnie  Porter  who  is  on  maternity  leave;  Robert 
Bourque  replaced  Joe  Chivell  as  part-time  automotive  teacher;  Barbara 
Estes  replaced  Katherine  Donahue  the  second  and  third  quarters  for 
maternity  leave;  Paul  Ferenc  replaced  Diane  Finlay  in  Special  Needs; 
Alan  Hunter  replaced  Fred  Peckham  in  Vocational  Special  Needs;  Maria 
Okrant  replaced  Karleen  Frye  as  part-time  Spanish  teacher  and  John 
Tucker  replaced  Tim  Suit  in  the  Social  Science  Department.   New 
positions  this  year  include  those  of  Robert  Tremblay,  who  is  teaching 
science  and  math,  and  Robert  Schnelle  in  the  English  Department. 
Margaret  James  and  Faith  Northrop  have  been  added  as  Direct  Services 
Aides,  and  David  Batchelder  has  been  added  as  a  Vocational  Direct 
Services  Aide. 

The  enrollment  of  the  high  school  is  568,  an  increase  of  14  students 
over  last  year. 

Plymouth  AREA  High  School's  DAR  Good  Citizen  this  year  is  Carrie 
Sanborn  and  the  outstanding  sophomore  winning  the  Hugh  O'Brien 
Leadership  Award  is  Henry  Eppich.   The  Bausch  &  Lomb  Science  Awards 
went  to  senior  Sarah  Kent  and  junior  Geneva  Chong.   The  National  Merit 
Program  has  notified  us  that  Samuel  Coes  has  been  designated  a  Com- 
mended Student.   Al  Dobron  has  been  selected  as  the  New  Hampshire 
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winner  of  the  Thorn  McAn  Scholar/Athlete  Award. 

Academically,  our  graduates  continue  to  qualify  for  higher  education. 
Forty-eight  percent  (48%)  of  the  118  Class  of  1985  graduates  elected 
to  attend  some  type  of  post-secondary  education;  nine  percent  (9%) 
elected  to  enter  the  military;  and  forty-three  percent  (43%)  entered 
the  world  of  work. 

Our  athletic  and  nonathletic  co-curricular  programs  are  off  to  a  good 
start  with  the  Bobcat  Football  team  winning  the  14th  Annual  Division 
III  Football  Championship.   The  Drama  Club  presented  Neil  Simon's 
"The  Good  Doctor"  and  is  currently  in  rehearsal  for  "West  Side  Story." 
They  will  again  compete  in  state  competition.   Spring  trips  abroad  are 
planned  by  both  the  French  and  Spanish  Clubs.   Student  enrollment  and 
participation  in  all  co-curricular  activities  are  high  and  enthusi- 
astic . 

Governor  Sununu's  Office  has  notified  us  that  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Clark  has 
been  appointed  to  the  Governor's  Steering  Committee  on  Excellence  in 
Education. 

A  total  of  189  students  are  enrolled  in  the  Region  #5  Vocational 
Center  for  the  1985-86  school  year.   Seventy  of  these  students  come 
to  the  center  from  the  sending  school  districts  of  Ashland,  Lin-Wood, 
and  Newfound.   The  building  trades  program  began  construction  of  a 
new  residential  unit  on  Stagecoach  Hill.   Community  building  projects 
for  Waterville  Valley  and  the  Plymouth  Water  Treatment  Facility  are 
under  way. 

The  Marketing  Education  Program  once  again  ran  the  Small  Worls  Enter- 
prise community  activity,  which  provides  young  school  age  children 
with  a  retail  outlet   for  Christmas  shopping  that  tends  to  stay  with- 
in their  spending  means. 

The  Evening  Enrichment  Program  continues  to  grow  and  receive  strong 
community  enrollment  support.   A  wide  variety  of  courses  are  offered 
both  in  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 

The  Region  #5  Vocational  Center  hosted  the  New  Hampshire  Vocational 
Fall  Conference,  opening  its  door  to  some  100  vocational  educators 
from  around  the  state  for  a  series  of  workshops  and  seminars. 

I  would,  at  this  time,  like  to  thank  the  Plymouth  School  Board  and 
Dr.  Bourgeois  for  their  support  and  encouragement.

HEALTH  PROGRAM,  1985 

The  following  is  the  1985  report  of  the  health  program  for  the  Plymouth 
Schools: 

The  primary  focus  of  this  program  is  the  achievement,  maintenance  and  restoration 
of  the  health  of  the  children  within  a  school  setting.  Many  various  health 
services  are  delivered  to  students.  There  is  close  cooperation  between  the 
school  nurse,  parents,  community  agencies  and  the  teachers. 

In  1985  our  school  physician,  Dr.  Alastair  Craig,  performed  128  physical 
examinations  for  sports. 

The  dental  health  program,  sponsored  by  local  organizations  and  administered 
by  the  Reverend  Bayard  Hancock,  provided  dental  care  for  six  (6)  children. 
Dr.  Steven  Birkitt  performed  the  dental  work.   For  the  fourth  consecutive 
year  a  Dental  Prophylaxis  and  Topical  Flouride  Application  Program  was  offered 
for  Grades  K-8.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  was  added  this  year.      Eighty 
children  participated  for  a  fee  of  $4.00  apiece.  The  Plymouth  Rotary  Club 
sponsored  pupils  who  needed  financial  assistance.  Mrs.  Jane  Clay  was  the 
hygienist.  She  is  employed  by  the  New  Hampshire  Bureau  of  Dental  Health. 

In  May,  the  Plymouth  Lions'  Club  sponsored  the  Pre-School  Vision  and  Hearing 
Screening  Program  in  conjunction  with  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health 
and  Welfare  and  assisted  by  the  Plymouth  Area  High  School  Student  Council 
members.  A  total  of  96  children  were  tested.  Several  referrals  were  made 
to  physicians. 

The  Lions'  Club  also  provided  glasses  for  one  (1)  child. 

In  January  a  blood  drive  was  held  in  the  school  library.  Students  17  years 
and  older  were  eligible  to  give  blood.  A  total  of  96  pints  was  collected. 
This  event  was  sponsored  by  the  Plymouth  Education  Association  with  the 
assistance  of  local  nurses  and  high  school  first  aid  students. 

Vision  and  hearing  exams,  along  with  heights  and  weights,  were  performed  on 
students  in  Grades  K,  1,  2,  3,  7  and  9.  Other  children  were  tested  upon  request. 
Blood  pressure  was  taken  for  all  students  in  Grades  5,  7  and  9  and  for  all 
sport  physicals.  Children  with  hypertensive  tendencies  were  checked  periodically 
Scoliosis  screening  was  performed  on  students  in  Grades  5-8. 

General  inspections  for  head  lice  or  dental  programs  were  administered  as 
necessary. 

Medicines  were  dispensed,  per  doctors'  orders,  for  a  total  of  125  children. 

First  aid  was  administered  to  approximately  7,000  students. 

Thanks  to  all  of  the  faculty  and  staff  who  cooperated  with  me  this  past  year.

ACCOUNTANT'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Plymouth  School  District 
Plymouth,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Plymouth  School  District  as  of  and 
for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of 
contents.   Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
government  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Plymouth  School  District  at  June  30,  1985  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.   The  combining  fund  and  account  group 
financial  statements  and  supplemental  schedules  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a 
required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Plymouth  School 
District.   The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  stated  fairly  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
